WASHINGTON, Nov. 20—Rep- 
resentative Richard Bolling, 
Kansas City, challenged Repre- 
sentative Carl Albert of Okla- 
homa, today for Democratic 
floor leadership of the House 

of Representatives. 

The post will be left open 
when Representative John W. 
McCormack of Massachusetts

steps up, as is expected, to the | 


speakership left vacant by the 
death of Sam Rayburn. 

Bolling’s announcement, made 
from Rutgers University in New 
Jersey, where he was attending 
a political seminar, made it al- 
most certain that McCormack 
would succeed Rayburn. Boll- 
ing had been mentioned earlier 
as the only likely opponent of 
McCormack fer the speakership. 

Until Bolling’s decision to seek 
the floor leadership, it had been 
widely assumed that Albert 
would move up to the post. Al- 
bert was Democratic whip and 
became acting floor leader 
when cancer forced Rayburn to 
leave the rostrum last August 
and McCormack became acting 
speaker. 


Backed by Missourians. 

Bolliag tol the Post-Dispatch 
by telephone that he has re- 
ceived assurances of support 
from Missourians, including for- 
mer President Truman, and 
from ‘‘a variety of people in the 
House and from some not in 
the House.” Asked if President 
Kennedy had encouraged him 
to seek the floor leadership, 
Bolling replied: 

“My own judgment is that the 


White House will stay complete- | 


ly out of it. I’m assuming White 
House neutrality.” 


The real prize in the contest | 


is the speakership to succeed 
McCormack, who will be 70 
years oid next Dec. 21. Who- 
ever becomes floor leader will 
have a powerful advantage in 
becoming speaker. 

Bolling told the Post-Dispatch 
he was running on “an_ issue 
basis’’ and expected support in 


the House “from the North, East | 


and West and some of the 
South.” 

“My own judgment is that if 
the selection is on a popularity 
basis I might lose it,” he said. 
“But if the selection is based on 


who has been the most effective 


in working for the Democratic | 


party program and who has had 
the broadest gauge legislative 
record, I’d win it.” 

Bolling said he had been Ray- 
burn’s chief lieutenant on the 
House Rules Committee ‘‘and in 
a good many other ways” for 
the last six years. 

“I worked intimately with him 
on>a personal basis on every 
major piece of legislation we 
have had in that time,” Bolling 
said. 

Professional Matter. 

He added that his entry into 
the race was ‘“‘not a personal, 
but a professional matter.’’ He 
recalled that the only major 
differences between himself and 
Albert had been over the civil 
rights bills in 1956 and 1957. 

Asked if he expected strong 
opposition from Representative 
Howard W. Smith of Virginia, 
chairman of the Rules Commit- 
tee Bolling said: 

“T would imagine I would be

Also to be resolved must be 
Dr. Ulett’s status as a professor 
of psychiatry at Washington 
University, which pays part of 
his salary. Dr. Nelson said Dr. 
Ulett would receive half his 
regular pay from the city while 
working part-time for the state.

task is more urgent than improv- | 


ing the effectiveness of the De- 
partment of State,’’ Chairman 
Henry M. Jackson of the Senate 
subcommittee on national policy 
machinery said today in a final 
summary of a iwo-year study 
of national security policy ma- 
chinery. 

In a 10-point appraisal of ex- 
ecutive and congressional pro- 
cedures for reaching foreign pol- 
icy and defense decisions, the 
Senator from Washington who 
was Democratic national chair- 
man in President Kennedy’s 
campaign last year, had this spe- 
cific criticism: 

“State is not doing enough in 
asserting its leadership across 
the whole front of foreign policy. 
Neither is it doing enough in 
staffing itself for such leader- 
ship. 

“State needs more respect for 
comprehensive forward planning. 
The department as a whole at- 
taches too little importance to 
looking ahead in foreign policy, 
and is too wedded to a philos- 
ophy of reacting to problems as 
they arise. The Policy Planning 
Council is not now in the main- 
stream of policy-making. 


“State needs more officials 
who are good executive man- 
agers—and who are broadly ex- 
perienced in dealing with the 
full range of national security 
problems which now engage the 
department. The administration 
of foreign policy has become ‘big 
business.” This places a high 
premium on the ability to man- 
age large scale enterprises—to 
make decisions promptly and de- 
cisively, to delegate, and to mon- 
itor. 


“This need for ‘take charge’ 
men is particularly urgent down 
through the assistant secretary 
level and at our large missions 
abroad. Round pegs in square 
holes are a luxury we cannot af- 
ford.” 

Jackson’s other conclusions 
were less explicit with only gen- 
eral suggestions about how pres- 
ent procedures should be 
changed. He said the public 
needed a “clearer understanding 
of where our vital national in- 
terests lie and what we must do 
to promote them.” He advised 
against radical additions to ex- 
isting policy machinery, adding | 
that the heart of the problem 
was not reorganization, but get- 
ting the best people into key 
foregn policy and defense posts. 

He reported serious overstaff- 
ing in the national security de- 
partments and agencies although 
he found the caliber of the pres- | 
ent personnel impressively high. | 

At the same time, he said, | 
the career services were not) 
producing enough officials with | 
large ¢xecutive talents, the | 
breadth of experience and width 
of perspective needed in top 
foreign policy and defense posts. 

Higher Salaries. 

“And above all,” he continued, 
“we require higher salaries at 
the top of the civil service and 
at the sub-Cabinet level.. The 
present pay scales are dropping | 
further and further behind those 
obtaining in private life — not 
only in business but increasing- 
ly also in the academic world. 


These inadequate salaries dis- 
courage too many able people | 
from entering government serv- | 


ice and encourage too many to 
leave it.’ 

To improve personnel, Jackson 
said the archaic conflict of in- 
terest laws should be updated to. 
permit qualified private citizens | 


to serve temporarily in the Gov- | 


ernment. 
“In time of hot war,” he ob- 


served, ‘‘we let no obstacle stand | 


in the way of getting our ablest 
people to work in the Govern- 
ment.

—Maurice H. Klein, personnel 
director of the top-secret Na- 
tional Security Agency, has been 
fired on grounds he falsified 
parts of his own government em- 
ployment application, it was dis- 
closed today, 


The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, which dis- 
closed Klein’s forced resigna- 
tion, effective Nov. 10, asked At- 
torney General Robert F. Ken- 
nedy to prosecute Klein for per- 
jury, falsifying a government 
document, and concealment and 
removal of a document from an 
official file. 


As personnel director of NSA, 
Klein supervised the hiring of 
some 1000 employes of the agen- 
cy, which does secret work on 
military codes. 


Trouble Over Code Clerks. 


The committee called Klein on 
the carpet last July 27 after two 
NSA code clerks—Bernon F. 
Mitchell and William H. Martin 
—defected to Russia. 


In the course of questioning 
Klein about NSA personnel poli- 
cies, the committee said Klein 
made several “false and mis- 
leading’ statements about his 
own application for government 
employment. 


Specifically, the committee 
said, Klein stated he obtained 
his law degree from Harvard 
Law School, when actually he at- 
tended Harvard one year and got 
the law degree from the New 
Jersey College of Law, now part 
of Rutgers University. 


He also gave conflicting state- 
ments on his mother’s birth- 
place,

| Rules State May Limit 


Service to Those Who 
Register Desire to Be 
Put on Lists.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP) 


' —The Supreme Court ruled to- 


day a state may limit jury serv- 
ice by women to those who reg- 

ister their desire to be placed on 
jury lists. Justice John Marshall 
Harlan delivered the unanimous 
ruling. 


The decision was given on an | 


appeal filed on behalf of Mrs. 
Gwendolyn Hoyt, who in 1958 
was sentenced to 30 years in 
prison in Florida for killing her 
husband with a baseball bat. 
The appeal contended Mrs. 
Hoyt was denied equal protec- 
tion of law as guaranteed by the 
United States Constitution be- 
cause the jury that tried her 
was comprised entirely of men. 
Florida law says, ‘“‘The name of 
no female shall be taken for 
jury service unless said person 
has registered with the clerk of 


the court her desire to be placed 
on the jury list.” 


Temporary Insanity Plea. 


The all-male jury convicted 
Mrs. Hoyt of second-degree mur- 
der after she pleaded not guilty 
and not guilty by reason of tem- 
porary insanity. 

Justice Harlan, in explaining 
the Supreme Court's rejection of 
Mrs. Hoyt’s appeal, discussed 
the constitutional right to an im- 
partially selected jury. 


“That right,” Harlan said, 
“does not entitle one accused of 
crime to a jury tailored to the 
circumstances of the particular 
case, whether relating to the sex 
or other condition of the de- 
fendant, or to the nature of the 
charges to be tried. 


“It requires only that the jury 
be indiscriminately drawn from 
among those eligible in the com- 
munity for jury service, untram- 
melled by any arbitrary and sys- 
tematic exclusions.”’

Mr. Kennedy followed this up 
Saturday night in Los Angeles 
with an attack on right-wing 
radicalism typified by the John 
Birch Society, the Minutemen 
and the “anti-Communist cru- 
sades.”’ He urged Americans not 
to heed “these counsels of fear 
and suspicion.” 

Senator Barry Goldwater 
(Rep.), Arizona, a_ right-wing 
spokesman, reacted quickly. 
Commenting on Mr. Kennedy’s 
Seattle speech, Goldwater said 
in Atlanta that “the most rad- 
ical extremists’ are in_ the 
White House itself, among the 
President’s advisers. 

GOLDWATER urged the Pres- 
ident to purge his administra- 


tion of “‘socialists,”” naming 
presidential assistant Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr., Secretary of the 


Interior Stewart Udall, Secre- 
tary of Agricuture Orville Free- 
man, Secretary of Labor Arthur 
Goldberg and Under Secretary 
of State Chester Bowles. 

So the lines are more clearly 
drawn than ever as Mr. Ken- 
nedy approached a conference 
with West German Chancellor | 
Adenauer that could lead to an 
agreed Western position for 
Berlin negotiations with the So- 
viet Union. 

The President’s strongly 
worded attack on the right wing 
takes on added significance in 
the light of a development that 
is generally considered to have 
enhanced Goldwater’s chances 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination in 1964. This was 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller’s sep- 
aration from his wife. 

MR. KENNEDY’S decision to 
come out swinging against the 
rightists involved risks that are 
potentially great, and the Pres- 
ident knows this. 

The Birch Society and some of 
the other new archconservative 
groups appear to be somewhat 
more broadly based than the 
older extremist factions led by 
Gerald L, K. Smith and his kind. 
The Birchites are reputed to be 
gaining strength among old stock 
middle class persons, the type 
that usually consider themselves 
the solid citizens in any com- 
munity. 

Few Presidents have been will- 
ing to take the risk of making a 
direct attack against a large 
group of citizens adhering to a 
particular political tenet. Even 
the strongest Chief Executives 
have usually preferred to. level 
their fire at individuals, particu- 
larly opposition leaders.

Supplying a Demand 

Some deeply ingrained and long 
acclaimed American traditions and 
principles are taking a terrible beat- 
ing these days in the fallout shelter 
controversy.

Purely Political 


The question to be asked about Senator 
Symington’s recommendation of James H. 
Meredith for United States District Judge in 
St. Louis is whether the appointment would 
meet, better than any other that could be 
made, the standards President Kennedy set 
down for judicial selection. The President 
has said: 


I want for our courts individuals with re- 
spected professional skill, incorruptible char- 
acter, firm judicial temperament, the rare 
inner quality to know when to temper jus- 
tice with mercy and the intellectual capacity 
to protect and illuminate the Constitution 
and our. historic values in the context of a so- 
ciety experiencing profound and rapid change. 


Mr. Meredith is undoubtedly a man of 
ability in politics. But having been campaign 
manager for Senator Symington hardly quali- 
fies him for a lifetime appointment to the 
Federal bench. There are other more suit- 
able rewards for political service. Nothing in 
Mr. Meredith’s record suggests any unusual 
capacity for, or interest in, the scholarly 
processes of the law. He has not distinguished 
himself as a trial lawyer. On the other hand, 
the most prominent item in his record at this 
moment is his participation in Gov. Dalton’s 
disgraceful destruction of the independence 
of the State Mental Health Commission. 

Mr. Meredith was appointed to the commis- 
sion in September and it seems obvious he 
was the Governor’s man in forcing the dis- 
missal of Dr. Addison Duval. His willingness 
to lend himself to the wrecking of the 10- 
year Mental Health Program, which was 
founded on the principle of independence 
from just such political hatchet-work, raises 
serious questions about his judicial tempera- 
ment and his interest in protecting and 
illuminating the Constitution. 

It is quite true that some purely political 
appointments to the Federal bench have 
turned out much better than they looked at 
the time. Men do develop in ways not always 
forecast by their prior records. But a purely 
political appointment cannot be justified on 
this basis. 

President Kennedy’s standards for judicial 
selection hold out the hope that more than 
political availability and experience will be 
expected of his judicial appointees — that 
some special distinction in the law, some ex- 
traordinary traits of character or experience, 
will be required in addition to political cre- 
dentials. There are plenty of persons in this 
judicial district, at the bar and on the bench, 
who possess such qualifications. If the De- 
partment of Justice will canvass the leaders 
of the Missouri bar for suggestions, it will find 
such men; and we are quite confident that 
Mr. Meredith’s name will be nowhere near 
the top of the list. 


Gov. Rockefeller’s Divorce 


The announcement that Gov. Rockefeller 
of New York and Mrs. Rockefeller have 
agreed on a legal separation, with divorce to 
follow, may have marked effects on the Gov- 
ernor’s political career. This should be a pri- 
vate matter, but in national politics it is not. 
A candidate who has been divorced unques- 
tionably suffers a handicap. 

Adlai Stevenson found this to be the case 
in both campaigns for the presidency. Occa- 


sionally he was the target of cruel taunts. 


from the audience, but mostly those who dis- 
approved expressed themselves in quiet con- 
versation. It is customary for presidential 
candidates to make sure the public takes note 
of their family life. Mr. Stevenson felt it 
necessary to be accompanied by his sons on 
many occasions. 

The importance of a “normal” family back- 
ground was described in a 1960 book, The 
People’s Choice, by William Burlie Brown. 
Mr. Brown, in this study of campaign biog- 
raphies, found that the “fireside virtues” 
almost invariably were emphasized. Joe Alex 
Morris’s 1960 biography of Gov. Rockefeller 
makes the point. It should be stated, how- 
ever, that Gov. Rockefeller has always exer- 


cised reticence and good taste with respect, 


to his pérsonal life. ‘ 

The Governor has indicated the divorce, 
after 31 years of marriage, will not affect his 
plans to seek re-election next year. There is 
no rational reason why it should affect his 
decision on whether to try for the 1964 Re- 
publican presidential nomination, either. And 
yet it will surely make a difference. 


Labor’s Unquiet House 


Twenty years of civil war supposedly came 
to an end in 1955 when the AFL and CIO 
were reunited under the single roof of “the 
house of labor.” Energetic idealists foresaw 
successful new organizing drives. Reform- 
ers predgted the end of jurisdictional strikes 
and other abuses. Practical men talked of 
the advantages of a united front against 
mounting anti-labor sentiment. 

These varying expectations seemed justi- 
fied. A code of ethics was promulgated. The 
Teamsters were expelled. Arbitration of juris- 
dictional conflicts was accepted in principle. 
But somehow the new momentum faded rap- 
idly, and today labor seems seriously divided, 
inwardly if not outwardly. Secretary of Labor 
Goldberg now warns that this could harm the 
nation. 

Walter Reuther, once the chief advocate 
of reunification, is openly critical of the re- 
sults. A. Phillip Randolph of the Pullman 
Porters openly accuses George Meany, presi- 
dent of the AFL-CIO, of not pushing the ra- 
cial integration of unions. And others have 
other complaints. A goodly number of state 
and local labor bodies have come together 
only reluctantly and formally. The national 
body is split between the old AFL craft un- 
ions and the old CIO, now embodied in the 
federation’s industrial unions department. 
Craft unions have made jurisdictional raids 
on some industrial unions, including the Auto 
Workers. Al Hayes of the Machinists has 
been unable to set up a realistic system for 
the arbitration of inter-union disputes. Clashes 
between the leaders have militated against 
organization—and at a time when automa- 
tion and a changing economic pattern are 
causing the unions worries enough. 

Will open criticism push the process of 


modernization with renewed energy? Or will 


the two groups drift farther apart? Unhap- 
pily, the question does not affect the u®ions 
alone. Their members also are members of 
the public. Their differences—especially 
when they degenerate into work stoppages— 
affect the community in general. Their pros- 
perity contributes to prosperity in general. 
And their ability or inability to iron out their 
difficulties is not without implications for the 
democratic process. It is unrealistic to ex- 
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pect nothing but sweetness and light in “the 
house of labor,” but it is not unfair to expect 
that degree of responsibility which is de- 
manded by the welfare of society as a whole. 
That is what is being asked by Secretary 
Goldberg. 


A Nice Way to Lose 

Is municipal reform too good to last? The 
question pops up because in this month’s elec- 
tions Cincinnati voters left their vaunted 
Charter government high and dry. Of nine 
council seats, the reform group obtained only 
one—that held by Charles P. Taft, a leader 
in the Charter movement ever since its big 
success in 1937. 

Almost a quarter of a century ago Repub- 
licans as, well as Democrats rebelled against 
local misrule, combined forces and won adop- 
tion of proportional representation, the merit 
system, the city manager plan and generally 
brought about reforms which made Cincin- 
nati one of the best governed cities in the 
United States. This “third force” controlled 
the city council through 1955 and elected 
nine of 15 mayors. 

Then the regular Republicans came out 
against proportional representation, and it 
was repealed. So the Democrats also pulled 
out of the fusion group. Many reform voters 
had moved to the suburbs. The new voters 
knew little about “the old days” and had no 
special commitment to charter candidates. 
That may be enough to explain why the latter 
drew only 22.5 per cent of the vote—not a 
bad showing, but not good enough to win. 

All this does not mean, however, that Cin- 
cinnati is back in the mire, that reform was 
in vain. As a matter of fact, its very success 
helped to defeat its standard-bearers. At least 
The New York Times reported that the high 
caliber of the regular candidates was about 
the biggest difficulty which confronted the 
Charter people. The opposition, it seems, was 
too good to beat. About that no friend of good 
government can complain. 


Delaying the Inevitable 


The Government’s warning to recalcitrant 
East Side communities that it will use com- 
pulsion, if necessary, to stop pollution of the 
Mississippi River, is no idle threat. In fact, 
it is strange that the statement of so obvious 
a fact has to be made at this advanced stage 
in the national effort to cleanse interstate 
waters. 


Sanctions can be brought against these 
communities which would affect them so 
deeply that they would have no practical al- 
ternative to complying. Extension of sewer 
lines could be stopped and federal guaran- 
tees of housing loans could be withheld, as at 
Kansas City. The Department of Justice can 
file suit to compel compliance, as was done 
in the case of St. Joseph. The latter course 
can now be taken even more easily than it 
was at St. Joseph, under a recent amendment 
of the federal law which enables the Govern- 
ment to proceed without the state co-opera- 
tion previously required. 

The inescapable fact is that those East Side 
communities which are still holding back are 
going to have to go forward eventually, and 
not too long hence. It will be to their own 
advantage to do so voluntarily. It will be to 
their advantage to act in some sort of organ- 
ized manner instead of waiting to be pushed 
along individually. 

For their sake as well as for that of the 
greater community on both sides of the river, 
we hope the warning that has been sounded 
will have its intended effect. 


The Bad Guy’s Park 


For those who look upon history in terms 
of bad guys and good guys, there is still one 
Bad Guy par excellence. Besides pear]-han- 
dled revolvers and a big sombrero, he had a 
mean look and a mean mustachio, and a 
meaner disposition. He was Pancho Villa, of 
course. Mexicans excusably have a somewhat 
different view of him but Americans will re- 
member that in 1916, Villa raided Columbus, 
N.M., setting Gen. Pershing off on a wild- 
goose expedition which merely infuriated 
even anti-Villa Mexicans. 

Now we learn, from The Southwesterner of 
Columbus, that New Mexico is dedicating the 
Pancho Villa State Park on the site of the 
raid, This strikes us as comparable to naming 
Lafayette Square for British Gen. Robert Ross 
who burned the White House in 1815. How- 
ever, Editor Bill McGaw of The South- 
westerner points out that Villa made history 
at and for Columbus. To critics of the name 
he stands tall in the saddle. “By the same 
spurious logic,” he asserts, “I want the name 
of Virginia changed, because it honors a Brit- 
ish queen and I am a democrat.” 

So nobody is going to change the name 
of Villa’s Columbus park, and even the Mex- 
ican Governor of Chihuahua confirms the 
dedication. New Mexico will devote the park 
to a huge cactus collection, no doubt to prove 
the name is not prickly enough. 


Pasteur in Iran 


The bringing of pasteurization to Iran is 
one of the quiet accomplishments of United 
Nations agencies in which everyone involved 
can take solid satisfaction. Four years ago 
the milk supply was so bad that it was caus- 
ing illness and death among children — of 
tuberculosis, gastro-enteritis and other dis- 
eases. U.N.’s Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion and Children’s Fund set to work on the 
farms around Tehran, teaching dairymen to 
drain, ventilate and light their milking sheds 
and persuading them to adopt modern pails 
and strainers, which small producers in the 
capital then started making. 

' A $2,000,000 pasteurization plant was built 
in Tehran, and equipped with a $500,000 do- 
nation from the Children’s Fund. For the 
past three years it has been processing 45 to 
48 tons of milk, milk powder, butter, ice 
cream and yogurt a day. Since then, plants 
have been built in three other cities and are 
under construction in five—and a private 
investor is putting up a second pasteurization 
plant in Tehran to handle 35 tons of milk 
a day. 

These pasteurization plants will mean lit- 
erally the difference between life and death 
to many Iranians—and to all, a wholesome 
source of an indispensable food. They repre- 
sent nothing less than a revolution in public 
health for the country. When the United Na- 
tions’ contribution to the world is assessed, 
these and similar efforts in many fields in 
many countries will be seen to have played 
an important part in building bit by bit a 
securer world through human betterment. 
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Setback for Mental Health

program—which has been one of the 
worst in the country—a high degree of 
continuity is necessary. Under the best 
of circumstances, attracting personnel 
in psychiatry to a state system is a 
difficult task. It would be all the more 
difficult in an uncertain situation. 
Certainly the people of Missouri will 
have to decide whether they are willing 
to pay for a first-grade program of 
mental health. There can be absolutely 
no doubt that such a program will be 
costly. At the start, money—or the 
lack of it— probably was what really 
opened the chasm between Gov. Dalton 


and Dr. Duval, although a personality 
clash also is apparent. 


Dr, Duval, who is nationally known 
in his field, came to Missouri to change 
a nineteenth century program of men- 
tal health to a modern system of cure. 
His 10-year program, announced last 
year, outlines bright prospects for the 
future. As a psychiatrist, he no doubt 
was appalled by the conditions he 
found here. For him to do anything 
but move as fast as possible would be 
completely out of character. 


The Governor, of course, has had to 
consider the needs of the entire state 
which include public health, education 
and welfare as well as mental health, 
And those needs must be met in a state 
that ranks forty-seventh in per capita 
collection of taxes. 


Thus the basic issue remains one of 
finance and taxes. The last Legisla- 
ture did find new sources of revenue. 
But without more money Missouri 
won’t be able to build for mental health 
regardless of who heads up the pro- 
gram. That is the real decision that 
must be made in, the near future. We 
think the people of Missouri are ready 
to do what is necessary. 


Political ‘Breach of Promise’ From The Christian Science Monitor 


A young dentist in Bonn, Germany, 
has thrown West German politics into 
a dither by filing suit against Dr. Erich 
Mende, leader of the Free Democratic 
Party, for “‘breach of trust” since the 
latter allegedly broke a campaign 
promise. 

The plaintiff, Dr. Manfred -Freise, 
claims to have got his idea from Amer- 
ica, specifically from a year at Yale 
studying political science under a Ful- 
bright scholarship. But if one effect 
should be to promote a drastic reign 
of “truth in politics’ in the United 
States, the results would be unpre- 
dictable. 

Dr. Mende before the September 


election pledged that he would not en- 
ter a coalition with Chancellor Aden- 
auer. When he nonetheless did so 
under a series of stipulations, including 
a promise by Adenauer to resign within 
four years, Dr. Friese as a voter con- 
sidered this to be a breach of contract. 
A lower court has sidestepped the 
issue; so the next question is whether 
Dr, Friese can raise the money to 
carry it to the Supreme Court at Karls- 
ruhe. By the time that tribunal could 
rule, it appears likely that the young 
dentist will be a prospective candidate 
for Parliament—with a potential inter- 
est in the other side of the question. 
Whatever the novelty’ of a suit for 


political breach of promise, the time 
for politicians to become alarmed will 
be when one of them is sued for ali- 
mony by a voter from whom he has 
parted company,

Between Book Ends A Quarrel Within the Profession 


THE EDUCATION OF TEACHERS, by 
G. K, Hodenfield and T. M. Stinnett. 
(Prentice-Hall, 177 pgs., $3.95.) 


The content of this book is much 
more timely and important than its 
title would indicate. It is not just a 
general treatment of the subject of 
teacher education. It is mainly a re- 
porter’s account of three recent na- 
tional conferences held for the purpose 
of trying to get two quarreling factions 
within the profession together on the 
subject. 

The nub of their argument has been 
the education courses heretofore re- 
quired of teachers. The liberal-arts 
professors have held that most, if not 
all, such courses were worthless; that 
they consumed time the trainees could 
better spend on learning subject mat- 
ter; that their vapidity and dullness 
kept intelligent people out of the pro- 
fession, At the root of their position 
was a more or less firmly held convic- 
tion that anybody who knows anything 
well can teach it. | 

Several proponents of this view have 
been very vocal in the past few years 
in denouncing their colleagues in the 
schools of education. These, having 
less prestige as merely practical men 
than their supposedly more intellectual 
brethren in the liberal-arts schools, 
have responded with the shrillness that 
could be expected from men on the de- 
fensive. Their position, in its extreme 
version, has been that anybody who 


knows how to teach can teach anything, 
whether he knows that specific subject 
or not. 

It took post-sputnik alarm of the 
American public, which put both 
groups into the same camp as the cul- 
prits responsible for the American edu- 
cational lag, to make them recognize 
their kinship. 

As a result, representatives of the 
learned societies, including some of the 
more vocal critics, and representatives 
of teacher groups and education 


_ schools held the first of three confer- 


ences in 1958 in Bowling Green, Ky., 
to try to reach.a truce. 

In this meeting the feudists learned, 
evidently with some disappointment, 
that they were not so far apart as they 
had been assuming for the purpose of 
carrying on their head-cracking brawl 
in the columns of the public press. 


That is, the liberal-arts professors. 


conceded that it was possible that a 
man might be an Einstein in higher 
mathematics. without being the best 
conceivable person to teach long di- 
vision to a class of fifth-graders. And 
the education professors conceded that, 
nevertheless, it. might be helpful if a 
fifth-grade teacher knew something 
about mathematics beyond elementary 
long division. 

This new-found harmony seems to 
have become a little boring to the con- 
ferees by the time of their second 


meeting in Lawrence, Kan., in 1959. 
And by the time of the final confer- 
ence, held last year in San Diego, they 
were thought by some observers to 
have almost recovered their exhilarat- 
ing, pre-sputnik inter-group animosity, 


According to G. K. Hodenfield, who 
covered the conferences as education 
writer for the A.P., the conferees ap- 
peared to have reached some perma- 
nent points of agreement. These were 
chiefly that the requirements in gen- 
eral education for public-school teach- 
ers should be raised while certain 
methods courses and a period of super- 
vised teaching are retained, making 
five years of college perhaps manda- 
tory for teacher education. 


In view of the teacher shortage, Mr, 
Hodenfield was struck by the insist- 
ence, especially by the representatives 
of the teacher groups, that professional 
standards be raised. The explanation 
was that more people, and_ especially 
more people with natural ambition and 
intelligence, will be attracted to a field 
that has high standards, and that these 
will earn more money. 

T. M. Stinnett, who contributes the 
last four chapters of the book, is an 
executive of the National Education 
Association. He recaps the reasons for 
the long-standing disagreements and 
deplores their futility, though he still 
sees it all from the educationist view-

It is apparent that Reinhardt 
sees himself as isolated and be- 
sieged, fighting the superficiali- 
ties that he feels have invaded 
contemporary painting. His se- 
riousness is evident in every 
carefully applied stroke. Yet 
there are contradictions in his 
vision. His ideal is to paint the 
human figure, particularly the 
female figure in the universalized 
terms of Romantic painting: as 
Eve, the universe, the harlot, the 
virgin. He says his motive is 
“to sustain the sense of mystery 
contained in her presence.” 


Yet, the female figure in his 
obsessively realist versions re- 
pels the reveries that would en- 
velop her in a sense of mystery. 
Reinhardt’s practice defies his 
theory. For example, one of his 
more recent paintings, and in my 
opinion his best, shows a nude 
woman seated in a chair holding 
a book. Her body is traversed 
with the emblems of her life ex- 
perience—the anatomy detailed 
down to the minute blood-vessels 
just beneath the skin.

CO-AUTHOR OF ‘PORGY’ 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20 (AP) — 
Mrs. Dorothy Heyward, co- 
author with her husband of 
“Porgy,” the drama on which 
“Porgy and Bess” was based, 
died yesterday at Columbia- 
Presbyterian hospital. She was 
71 years old.

APPARENTLY young Trujillo 
succumbed to his uncles’ pres- 
sure Tuesday and signed his 
resignation as head of the 
armed forces. 


By coincidence, the United 
States had proposed that day in 
the OAS that sanctions be eased 
in. recognition of the progress 
already achieved by Belaguer in 
Steering the country toward de- 
mocracy. 

Wednesday, the word came 
that the Trujillo brothers had 
flown back to the Dominican 
Republic. The United States im- 
mediatedly withdrew its recom- 
mendation for the lifting — of 
Sanctions and began urgent 
preparations to prevent a take- 
over by the two brothers.

Little Things 
Make Big 


Difference 


NONE OF THE following sug- 
gestions make any claim to being 
major news, but small though 
they may be in themselves they 
can make a big difference. Some 
will simplify preparation of the 
meal, others will add to its en- 
joy ment. 

Garnish: A gleaming garnish 
of canned fruit adds a vivid note 
of color to the platter of holiday 
meat (makes it taste better, too). 

Try studding pineapple slices, 
apricot .or peach halves with 
cloves and sauteing them in but- 
ter. Alternate the canned fruit 
garnish around the platter with 
sprays of parsley or watercress. 


Turkey Tip: After stuffing, 
sew up turkey with dental floss 
instead of thread. Strong nylon 
floss is clean, holds together bet- 
ter than thread, won’t crumble 
or tear on removal. It also slips 
more easily through meat than 
ordinary thread. 


Pilgrim Hat Salads: Fold 
chopped fresh cranberries and 
pecans into partially set rasp 
berry gelatin. Pour half the mix- 
ture into oiled muffin tins, the 
other half into an oiled flat bak- 
ing dish. Chill until set. 

Cut three-inch round circles of 
gelatin from the flat dish and 
place them atop shredded greens. 
They form the brim of the hat. 

Remove gelatin from muffin 
tins. Place one of these on top of 
each brim, small end up. They 
form the crowns. 

Now flute around the base of 
the brim with softened creamed 
cheese or whipped cream and 
fashion a square onto the crown 
to represent the buckle. 


Children’s Table: Entertain- 
tng small fry for Thanks- 
giving dinner? If there are sev- 
eral of them, they will have 
more fun if you set a separate 
table for them. It’s a good 
idea to provide them with their 
own gay, colorful paper plates, 
hot cups and cold cups, even a 
paper tablecloth. They will en- 
joy the bright patterns and there 
will be no worries over possible 
“spills.” 


For the Kiddies: Children like 
to havé a part in the preparation 
of Thanksgiving dinner; they love 
the excitement of a houceful of 
guests. Let the small fry make 
the Cranberry Turkeys. 

First cut small pumpkin shapes 
out of colored paper, then letter 
the name of each Thanksgiving

pumpkins. Stick each pumpkin 
to the top of a toothpick with 
transparent tape. 

Open one end of a pound can 
of jellied cranberry sauce. Punch 
a hole in the other end to let in 
air. The sparkling red mold of 
cranberry sauce will slip out 
perfectly. Cut into seven or eight 
slices, then cut a turkey cut-out 
from each slice with a turkey 
shaped cutter. 

Arrange the Cranberry Turkeys 
on a tray with greens, centering 
the platter with a bunch of 
grapes. Stick one of the name 
cards in each turkey. 

Let the children pass the Cran- 
berry Turkeys around. They will 
be delighted when each guest 
chooses his ‘own turkey, made 
just for him. 


Extra Flavor: For extra nat- 
ural flavor, when preparing the 
turkey for roasting use about 
two-thirds teaspon monosodium 
glutamate per pound of dressed 
ready-to-stuff weight. Sprinkle 
the turkey skin and cavities with 
salt and one half of monosodium 
glutamate; divide the remainder 
between stuffing and gravy. 


Relish or Sauce: As a change 
from the usual cranberry sauce, 
you may prefer the relatively 
new jellied cherry sauce. 

Sweet Currant Apple Relish 
also is delicious with either poul- 
try or ham. Combine two cups 
canned applesauce, one eight- 
ounce jar curfant jelly and two 
tablespoons prepared mustard. 
Mix well. Chill. 

Apple Slice Sauce is especially 
good with cold sliced turkey or 
ham. Combine two and one-half 
cups (one can) apple slices, one- 
half cup light brown sugar, one- 
half cup orange juice and two 
tablespoons grated orange rind; 
gradually bring to boiling point. 
Mix two teaspoons cornstarch 
and one tablespoon cold water 


to smooth paste. Slowly add to 
apple mixture. Cook until 
slightly thickened. Serve hot. 


Harvest Centerpiece: In tune 
with the Thanksgiving season is 
a table centerpiece symbolic of 
the plenty of the harvest season. 
Arrange russet-toned Idaho po- 
tatoes, with their interesting net- 
textured skins, with colorful 
squash, Indian corn, golden- 
skinned sweet Spanish . onions, 
peppers, nuts and a little wheat 
(if obtainable).

WHAT IS IT that makes Thanksgiving dinner such a very §. Lift turkey from the foil to 
special meal?

menu is fairly traditional, varied to suit personal preferences. 
Surely it is far more than just excellent food, served as attractively 
as possible, that sets this meal apart from all others. 


It is the deep awareness of the 
spirit of the day, and the gather- 
ing together of those close to 
us. Full hearts can make even 
a simple repast a feast, and 
there's not a cook worth her 
Salt who isn’t at her very best 
when she is preparing a holiday 
dinner for those near and dear 
to her. 


The actual preparation of the 
food becomes simpler every 
year, with improved products 
and equipment with which to 
work. For instance, modern 
methods of breeding and feed- 
ing turkeys have produced birds 
of such high quality that their 
tenderness and juiciness are 
literally ‘‘built in.” 

However, each season brings 
its.own crop of young cooks who 
are roasting their first Thanks- 
giving turkey, so it certainly is 
essential to review the basic 
method. Oddly enough, many 
new homemakers seem to fear 
roasting a turkey, when it is 
actually one of the simplest of 
all meat dishes to prepare. 

Each season also. brings its 
share of inquiries from readers, 
most of them centering around 
a few points on which confusion 
persists. We have selected the 
ones on which the greatest num- 
ber of inquiries have been re- 
ceived during the past few years, 
and summarized them in ques- 
tion-and-answer form following 
the roasting instructions. 

These two features comprise 
a sort of primer of turkey cook- 
ery, which should assure a bird 
which is both picture-pretty and 
fork-tender. 


HERE ARE THE approved di- 
rections from the Poultry and 
Egg National Board, top authori- 
ty. on matters pertaining to all 
types of poultry, for 

Roasting the Turkey. 

If the turkey purchased carries 
specific instructions for handling 
and cooking, on the wrapper or 
insert sheet, follow these recom- 
mendations. 

True roasting is slow cooking 
by dry heat on a rack in an 
open pan, and no water, no cover 
nor searing is required. 

Variations of this method also 
give satisfactory results. What- 
ever the method, always com- 
plete roasting in one continuous 
cooking period. 

1. Preheat oven to 325 degrees 
(slow). 

2. Rinse bird with cold water, 
drain and pat dry. Rub cavity of 
bird lightly with salt. Do not 
salt, if stuffed. 

3. Fill wishbone area (neck) 
with stuffing, if used. Fasten 
neck skin to back with skewer. 
Fill cavity lightly, if stuffing is 
used. Push drumsticks under 
band of skin at tail, or tie them 
to tail. 

4. Place turkey on rack in 
shallow roasting pan. Brush 
skin with fat. Place in preheated 
oven. If desired, baste or brush 
oceasionally with pan drippings, 
especially any dry areas. When 
turkey is two-thirds done, cut 
cord or band of skin at drum- 
sticks. 

5. Continue roasting until done. 

To test doneness, a roast meat 
thermometer placed in: center of 
the thickest breast muscle 
should register ‘190-195 degrees. 
If stuffing is used, it should reg- 
ister 165 degrees at the same 
time. Turkey is done when meat 
at thickest part of drumstick 
feels very soft when pressed be- 
tween protected fingers. 

The following timetable is 
based upon purchased ready-to- 
cook weight of turkey, oven tem- 
perature of 325 degrees and in- 
ternal temperature of 190-195 de- 
grees. The time given is the 
approximate total time for 
stuffed turkeys. 

Shorten time one-half to one 


and one-half hours for unstuffed 
turkeys—the shorter time for 
birds up to 12 pounds and the 
longer time for birds over 12 
pounds. 


Timetable. 


Six to eight pounds—Three and 
one-half to four hours. 

Eight to 12 pounds—Four to 
four and one-half hours. 

Twelve to 16 pounds—Four and 
one-half to five and one-half 
hours. 

Sixteen to 20 pounds—Five and 
one-half to six arid one-half hours. 

Twenty to 24 pounds—Six and 
one-half to seven hours. 


FOIL COOKERY 


COOKING THE BIRD in alum- 
inum foil is a method which has 
gained many followers within 
the past several years. This 
wrapped-in-foil, high temperature 
method definitely shortens the 
cooking time. It also prevents 
spattering of the oven. As pointed 
out above, true roasting is slow 
cooking by dry heat on a rack 
in an open pan so it should be 
borne in mind that the finished 
product will have a somewhat 
different flavor and texture if 
cooked in foil. 


Which method is preferred is a 
matter of personal taste. 


In foil cookery, it is important | 


to fold back the foil for the last 


portion of the cooking period so | 
as to crisp the skin and give a/| 


more golden appearance. 

Here are directions for wrap- 
ping and cooking the turkey, 
again based upon the Poultry 


and Egg National Board’s ad- 


vice:

Thin foil 
wrapping and heavy foil tends 
to be stiff. An 18-inch foil is 
a good width. 

If the turkey is large, two 
lengths of foil should be joined 
together with a drugstore or lock 
fold. Lay the two pieces together 
on a smooth flat surface. Close 
with a drugstore or lock fold. 
Press the fold flat and tight to 
prevent leakage of the drippings. 
Care should be taken that the 
fold remains flat. 


To Wrap: 


1. Tie drumsticks to tail. Press 
wings to body with wing tips flat 
against sides of breast. 

2. Place the bird in the center 
of the aluminum foil. The foil 
should be wide enough to have 
five to six inches extending be- 
yond the leg and breast ends of 
the bird. If it is not wide enough, 
join two pieces together as di- 
rected above. 

3. Bring one side of the foil 
strip snugly up and over the 
breast. Then bring the opposite 
side up and over, using a simple 
lap fold. These ends should over- 
lap two to three inches. 

4. Fold the foil down snugly at 
each end of the bird, breast and 
legs. Then bring ends up. The 
top of these ends should be high 
enough to prevent the drippings 
from escaping from the top and 
into the pan. If the drippings 
escape into the pan they brown 
quickly, causing sharp odors and 
smoke. 


To Cook: 

1. Place the aluminum foil- 
wrapped turkey, breast up, on a 
rack in a shallow pan. 

2. Place pan with turkey in a 
preheated very hot oven (450 de- 
grees) and cook to within 15 or 
20 minutes of the total cooking 
time given in the timetable. 

3. Remove fiom oven. Quickly 
fold foil back away from the 
bird to the edges of the pan. If 
a theat thermometer is used to

4. Return to the very hot oven

Stuffings 
For the 
Noble Bird 


THE STUFFING that goes into 
the holiday bird is one of the 
most important parts of the 
menu. The type that you prefer 


will depend largely upon what 
you became accustomed to as a 
child. The merits of oyster stuff- 
ing versus sausage stuffing, of a 
moist versus a dry one, of wheth- 
er or not sage should be used in 
a bread dressing are (like poli- 
tics and religion) ones upon 
which many an argument has 
been based, but seldom an opin- 
ion changed. 
One point which cannot be 
stressed too strongly is th-* 


bread dressing should not be 


made the day before. 

You can make advance prepa- 
rations such as measuring and 
covering dry ingredients, cutting 
or téaring the bread into cubes 
or crumbs, measuring dry in- 
gredients and wrapping them, all 
together, in waxed paper to be 
stored at room temperature. You 
can clean, chop, cover and re- 
frigerate vegetables or fruits; 
prepare, measure and refrigerate 
liquid and perishable ingredients. 

However, the liquid and 
stuffing ingredients should not 
be combined until the last 
minute. 

It is important to stuff lightly 
so that the flavor of seasonings 
may circulate freely and the 
texture may remain fluffy. Also, 
during the roasting process 
juices are absorbed by the stuff- 
ing, causing it to expand. If the 
stuffing has been packed in too

future of the Chicago franchise.” 
Further, Kerner replied: 
‘Also he (Trager) advised me 
that he had several player deals 
approved already. If the board

Syracuse Views. 
In Syracuse, Dan _ Biasone,

was selected. Biasone main- 
tained, for example, that Cable, 
key man in the Chicago-St. Louis 
deal, could be dealt to the 
Hawks without Syracuse’s per- 
mission. 

Levane is a 4)]-vear-old veteran 
of about 15 seasons in pro bas- 
ketball. The Brooklyn native has 
been in the insurance business 
since being dropped as coach of 
the New York Knicks 
uary, 1960. His basketball career 
also includes a previous session 
as a coach of Kerner’s Hawks. 
Fuzzy directed the club for a 
season and a half while it was 
based in Milwaukee. 


‘No Fault of Fuzzy’s.’ 

Kerner, in explaining his pre- 
vious dismissal of Levane, said, 
‘That was in the 1953-54 season, 
when our club was pretty bad. 
It was no fault of Fuzzy’s. There 
was just no talent. When you 
are in a spot like that, changes 
have to be made, and | had to 
let the coach go. 

“IT told Fuzzy then that | 
was doing him a favor, even 
if he didn’t think so at the time. 
We maintained a good relation- 
ship in the years since, doing 
each other occasional favors. 
am overjoyed that I was able to 
get a man of Levane’s caliber 
to take over in mid-season like 
this.” 

The season following that in 
which Levane left, the Hawks 
drafted Bob Pettit and the team 
began its climb to prominence. 

Levane attended St. John’s

Colleges try to limit admissions in the fairest possible 
way. They are dealing with the futures of individuals, and no 
one knows better than the admissions officer that the decisions 
need to be right.

FOR MANY YEARS parents 
of retarded children were ad- 
vised not to keep the children in 
their homes; The feeling was 
that the normal children would 
not get their rightful share of 
parental attention when. handi- 
capped children were pre-empt- 
ing the parents’ time. 

There has been a change of 
attitude these days. Each case 
has to be determined on its own 
merits, of course, and a school 
or institution may be exactly the 
place to develop the child’s po- 
tentials. 

But no institution can give the 
child the love, the companion- 
ship of sisters and brothers and 
the feeling of being a part of a 
family. And this is a vital factor 
in a child’s development, no 
matter what his handicaps.

Godfrey Reports 
Radio Doing Fine 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20. 

“RADIO IS DOIN’ BEAUTIFULLY, thank you,” said 
Arthur Godfrey, the voice sounding like that of an elder 
Druid, the body movements looking like those of a man of 25. 
“Radio is where it used to be when you were a critic out on 

Fire Island a long time 
P aa " ago.” 
; Godfrey had just come 
back from a six-week tour 
of the United States in 
which he flew his cast and 
crew to New Orleans, Little 
Rock, Tulsa, St. Louis, 
Wichita, Cedar Rapids, 
Houston and San Antonio. 
He said he just wanted to 
get in touch with his far 
flung audience and he felt 
that in this he’d been over- 
whelmingly successful. 

“| had lost a great deal 
of confidence in my own 
ability as an entertainer,” 
said Godfrey, the man who 
once gave the word “‘hu- 
mility’” a whole new di- 
mension. ‘“You hang around 
with the Madison avenue 
crowd and you'll begin to 
think you really smell. Holy smokes, you get out there and 
it's an entirely different proposition. 

‘We know now there are two kinds of audience in radio, 
the background audience—you know, they like to listen to 
music in the background and if you open your yap they go 
to another station. Unfortunately, this is the great majority— 
rock 'n’ roll or some kind of goofy music goin’ on, that’s all 
they want. Talk distracts these people and there's not a 
brain in a carload of them. 
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ARTHUR GODFREY 


“Then there are the foregroundists. We care about 
them. They’re pretty much a cross section of the 
country and they are people who really enjoy the 
radio; they love the thing. We know they pay attention 
because of the sales results which make big fat liars 
of the slip-stick people.” (This is Godfrey’s name for 
the rating services.) “I’m 95 per cent sold out on my 
program and these men aren’t going to lay that kind 
of money on the line unless they move their merchan- 
dise; Well, they’re movin’ it.” 


(One of the paradoxes of broadcasting is that the Madison 
avenue Mahatmas have never been as interested in sales as 
they are in ratings or graphs or tea leaf readings or whatever 
form of incantation that happens to be popular at the moment. 
The cash register is too obvious a measuring rod to appeal 
to the Madison avenue deep thinkers.) 

“‘We’ve found that people are crazy about Dixieland jazz. 
They love it.”” The Godfrey radio show has a marvelous Dixie- 
land jazz combo, most of whom have been with Godfrey for 
years. “Our audience does not like modern jazz. Not at all. 
When we play that modern stuff, we get about one-tenth the 
applause. And they don’t like anything that louses up the 
old standards. They even like to hear me sing some songs. 
Some of the newspaper guys have written I’ve got a voice 
that sounds like a plug being pulled out of a bathtub. Well, 
people sometimes like the sound of a plug being pulled out of 
@ bathtub.” 


I told Godfrey that he had never looked better 
or younger and he said that his audiences told him the 
same. “I’m 58 years old,”’ he said, “and my audience 
knows I’ve been broken up a few times, had a lung 
taken out full of cancer and they figure I’m an old- 
timer, a real old guy. When they see me, they’ll say: 
*I had no idea you were so young.’ 


“Besides, I've got a renewed confidence in radio. We 
turned hundreds of people away from my broadcasts. You 
know, a lot of our gang, especially the musicians who've been 
with me for 17 years, feel they’ve been left out of things. 
They're not in the jazz polls, for instance. Well, they dis- 
covered people do know who they are and they came back 
from this trip with new enthusiasm.” 

What about television? 

He shrugged: “Frank Stanton promised me three one-hour 
specials this year because they’re all buttoned upon time for 
anything more than that. Well, I still want-to do them but I 
ain’t heard nothing at all. And he said for the ’62-’63 season, 
we'd have a weekly show. Ain't heard nothin’ about that 
either.”

A SMALL but exquisitely for- 
mal home in San Antonio, a 
million dollar mansion now 
abandoned in Havana, the Coral 
Harbour Yacht Club in Nassau 
and the new additions to the 
hotels Chase and Park Plaza in 
St. Louis all have something in 
common. The decorator in each 
instance has been William Pahl- 
mann, whose influence in in- 
terior design extends far be- 
yond his office in New York. 

The casual woman reader of 
the flossy home and fashion 
magazines might identify Pahl- 
mann with some of his highly 
publicized and pictured residen- 


tial work, but the firm of Wil- © 
liam Pahimann and Associates— — 


four associates and 20 employes 
—handles a vast variety of work 
all over the world. 

“Fifty per cent of our work 
is done in houses,” Pahlmann 
said, as he breakfasted in a 
Suite at the Park Plaza while 
visiting here, “‘but we also do 
a lot of work like the job we’re 
doing at this hotel. Right now 
we're also doing the new Hilton 
in New York, a yacht ‘club in 
Nassau and a club in a pent- 
house atop a new building in 
San Juan, Puerto Rico.” 

Some of the Pahlmann cus- 
tomers are like the rich and 
rock-ribbed New York dowager 
who wouldn’t permit any changes 
in her Tiffany glass period decor 
but finally consented to let one 
of Pahlmann’s decorators, a soft- 
spoken Southerner, plan lighting 
for a Monet painting in her col- 
lection. The man did his work 
while the family was out of 
town. When they returned, he 
was somewhat distressed to re- 
ceive a complaint. 

“We're dreadfully sorry,” he 
was told, “but you've lighted 
the wrong Monet.” 

Not all the Pahlmann clients 
collect rare paintings on this 
scale. Some operate on a budget 
and some even on a shoestring. 
Every job has its problems. 

“This one hasn't been the 
easiest in the world,” he said 
of his work on the new enlarged 
facilities of the Chase and 
Park Plaza hotels, “‘but I think 
when we're finished it’s going 
to be one of the most handsome 
hotel lobbies in the country. The 
main problem here was to con- 
nect the two hotels with a com- 
mon lobby for the greater com- 
fort and convenience of the cus- 
tomers of both hotels. It was 
difficult because the two hotels 
are quite different, but it’s been 
a pleasant experience because 
Harold Koplar, the hotel owner, 
was trained as an architect and 
can visualize the results. His 
architect, Howard William 
Frank, comes from Los Angeles 
and I come from New York and 
we meet in the middle. Frank 
is easy to work with and it’s 
been an amicable arrangement. 

‘“He’s also good at making 
quick free-hand sketches which 
is an advantage. I lecture a lot 
at art schools and am always 
telling would-be architects to 
learn to draw quickly so you 
can illustrate the story for your 


‘Family Fun’ in Fallout Shelter?

DISPATCHES FROM Wash- 
ington say officials are wringing 
their hands because the program 
of shelter—from bomb, blast and 
fallout — is much less popular 
than expected. Of course the 


trouble is that Washington feels 
its own pulse and proclaims this 
the pulse of the people, the Gal- 
lup polls and such-like to the 
contrary. Trouble with Washing- 
ton opinion is it’s like halitosis: 
your best friends won't tell you 
because, chances are, they have 
it too, 

Take this business of shelters. 
How does Washington erivision 
it. with Madison Avenue breath- 
ing hotly over its shoulder? The 
answer is: family shelters. Any 
sociologist will tell you that the 
American family is a good norm 
to measure from. The family is 
a good base camp, where its 
various members range far and 
wide, returning to base for food 
and shelter. 

Can you imagine how dull a 
lecture on Antarctica would be 
if the lecturer were someone 
who had stayed in base camp 
all the time the expedition was 
down there? Even Mother, in 
this present-day world, uses 
home as a base of operations, 
and her’ only problem, accord- 
ing to the women’s magazines, 
is to get back before the others 
arrive. 

This is brushing aside—and 
it’s quite a brush—the argument 
as to whether shelters should be 
built for the populace by the 
state or by and for the individ- 


ual family—with a shotgun or. 


some other lethal weapon to re- 
pel free-riders. 

Assuming it is a family shelter, 
how long could the family stand 
it? How long, in your own case, 
has your family been together, 
completely alone, all of you, 
without any outsiders present? 
(Sleeping hours don’t count.) 

Take the upcoming holidays. 
You are looking forward to them, 
you tell yourself. But what hap- 
pens after the Thanksgiving din- 
ner, after the entire family has 
gathered around the festive 
board? The women go to the 
kitchen to clean up after the 
feast, the men head for the tele- 
vision and the Big Game. The 
children hit for outdoors or the

Pahimann, a native of San 
Antonio, went from the Parsons 
School of Design in New York 
to Paris on a scholarship, trav- 
eled to acquaint himself with 
some of the great homes in Eu- 
rope and feels this has influ- 
enced his design. He spent two 
years at Jefferson Barracks 
during World War II, as a mem- 
ber of a camouflage unit there. 
He looks on St. Louis as a sec- 
ond home because he has many 
friends here. 


Some of the St. Louisans for 
whom he worked include Joseph 
Werner and the late Theron 
Catlin and he is presently ad- 
vising A. J. Cervantes on an old 
residence he has purchased. 


One of his fondest St. Louis 
memories concerns the time he 
was decorating for two families 
simultaneously and flew out with 
two planeloads of furniture and 
decorative materials, and was 
met. at the airport by two moving 
vans, one of which was set up 
for a welcoming cocktail party. 
When he talks of his clients he 
usually refers to them as friends 
—‘‘because I find out my clients 
usually turn out to be friends.” 


This does not mean that his 
job is without its headaches. 
Among them are the women who 
change their minds after a job 
involving much expensive labor 
is almost complete because a 
friend has said, “Oh my dear, 
you don’t want that; it isn’t 
YOU.” 


“Women who wouldn’t dream 
of ordering something from 
Hattie Carnegie or Mainbocher 
and then refusing to accept it 
do this to decorators all the 
time,”” he said.

“I thought it was the end—that | was doomed. 

“I joined the diabetes society—and the first meeting I 
went to, | io I'd made a mistake and was in the wrong 

hil place. Everybody looked 
so normal and healthy. | 
thought they'd all look 
sickly, the way I felt I 
must look. 

“I soon found out I was 
in the right place, and 
what a difference it has 
made to me‘” 

For years there 
have been chapters of 
the American Diabetes 
Association, made up 

3 of doctors and others 
DR. MOLNER | in 0 health field. 
ather recently, lay 
societies have been formed as companion groups, 
composed of people who have diabetes or of those 
who are interested in controlling this disease. 

As some other causes of death have declined in 
importance, diabetes has been rising, and it now 
ranks among the top 10. 

Yet, at the same time, the diabetes patient has 
more assurance than ever before in history of living 
somewhere near the normal allotted life span. 


Until 35 years ago, anyone who developed diabetes while 
young died quickly, sometimes in a few months. Only those 
who developed diabetes later in life survived to have children. 


A starvation diet was the only known means of extending, even | 


for a little while, the life of such a patient. 


Today, with insulin, and with ‘‘diabetes pills” of much | 


more recent discovery, and quite a few other but less important 
things, the diabetes patient lives a life that is a normal one, 
simply abiding by a few moderate rules. 


Since diabetes can be so well controlled, 
most diabetics (if they develop the disease early) 
may still live full lives and have children. Since 
there’s a strong hereditary factor involved, it means 
that many more diabetics are being born now; we 
have more diabetes. 

The difference is this: Learning that one has 
diabetes no longer is a “‘sentence of death.” Simple 
care (but one MUST follow the rules) affords a normal 
life,

gram for testing for the disease. From reliable statistics, for 
every case we know about, there is another that we have not 


yet found. If you DO learn that you have early diabetes, the |

NEW YORK, Nov. 20. 

WHENEVER the taut events 
in a tense world become more 
than is bearable, I like to seek 
out the company of a tiny wom- 
an who has been a star for 41 
years and who, from 1924 until 
now, has been a personal enthu- 
siasm for me. She is a woman 
in whose life sunlight and shad- 
ows have both come, a woman 
who has entertained possibly 
more people in more countries 
than any other performing artist. 
When we meet we do not meet 
on the plateau of star and re- 
porter. We meet, I always have 
deeply felt, as friends. Her name 
is Molly Picon. 

We walked out of the stage 
entrance of the Martin Beck 
Theater just after matinee the 
other day. She had just finished 
the afternoon performance of 
“Milk and Honey” and we were 
bound for the Famous Kitchen 
next door where they keep a 
table for her. 


There were perhaps 40 wom- 
en and a few men in a crowd 
at the stage door. I expected 
that she would be asked for 
autographs, she would be 
stopped to sign a picture of 
herself. Instead, these people 
with evident and real affection 
merely sought to touch her 
arm and murmur, “May you 
live forever,” “May you al- 
ways be in health,” “May you 
shine for all time.” 


In the restaurant, we sat and 
talked at length. She spoke of 
= emotion that surged over

her when such expressions of 
good will were made to her. 
They touched her. 

“You know,” she said, “‘if 
someone has been a star for 
more than 40 years, it is expect- 
ed that one will be callous, cold 
to such expressions from the 
public. How could you be? If 


you worked as an actress for 
141 years, it still would be an 
expression of affection that could 
not be ignored.

We were poor. Everybody around 
us was poor. It was not singular 
with my family. We often had 
a hard time of things. | remem- 
ber once my mother, my sister 
and I lived in a theater in Phila- 
delphia for a year.

weren't working much. We slept 
in dressing rooms, bathed stand- 
ing up at hand basins in the 
ladies lounge. We only could 
go there when the theater was 
empty, no audiences, 

‘“Saroyan did a play a season 
or so ago called ‘The Cave 
Dwellers,’ about some old actors 
living in a derelict theater, Well, 
we weren't old, the Philadelphia 
theater wasn't derelict, but we 
lived there. I've heard actors 
say, ‘Oh, I never feel I am liv- 
ing until I'm in the theater.’ I 
can say it, too— I wouldn't have 
been living if that theater hadn't 
sheltered us for a whole year.” 

Was it true, nonetheless, that 
she complained to her mother 
because she received only 50 
cents a performance, each per- 
formance consisting mainly of 
crying hard at some pathetic 
point in a melodrama? 


“Yes, I did,” said Miss 
Picon. “What I said was, with 
some youthful arrogance: ‘For 
50 cents who needs to cry so 
hard?’ Later, when I was 
trying to get someone, anyone, 
to take me seriously in New 
York, they said: ‘All right, 
Molly, we have a job for you. 
All you have to do is cry.’ 
When I tried for jobs on Broad- 
way they offered me the jobs 
of calamitous, sobbing, breast- 
beating old women. I! was 
young—I was 20 years old. I 
didn’t want to cry and play old 
Jewish mothers with a heavy 
burden. I wanted to sing and 
dance. 


“My then new husband res- 
cued me. He said he would 
take me to Europe ar and make

a European star out of me and , 


we would come back to Broad- 
way on clouds of gold. He did 
take me to Europe, where he 
said | was an American star, 
and by playing for four years 
in Vienna, Berlin, Bucharest, 
Warsaw, Sofia, Paris, London, | 
became a young, gay musical 
European star. We came to 
New York and I was now a 
European star—but I didn’t get 
to Broadway to sing and dance. 

“Will you believe me that for 
50 years, half a century, | 
thirsted to sing and dance as a 
star on Broadway. Now—NOW 
—it comes to me. I waited 50 
years to do what I'm doing in 
‘Milk and Honey.’ Don’t ever 
let anyone tell you actors are 
impatient people.”’ 

I once wrote of Molly Picon 
that if they could bottle what 
she has as magic, I'd order a 
case of it.
